and the crowd with wild cheering fell 
in behind. The President took off his 
hat the moment he got into the car­ 
riage and bowed and smiled as the 
roaring cheers went up. Mrs. Cleve­ 
land wore a black dress, and although 
wearied from traveling, looked fresh 
and charming as usual. 
AN ENORMOUS ATTENDANCE. 
People along tho line of inarch were 
packed as never before in Chieago. 
The President alighted at the review­ 
ing stand and the line passed before 
him. 
THE PARADE 
W as very large and variegated. Reg­ 
ular infantry, cavalry and artillery and 
many different militia organizations 
headed and were followed by veterans 
of war, civil societies of all classes, 
etc. W hen the President’s carriage 
reached the reviewing stand, the 
United States steamer Michigan, 
which lay in the harbor just opposite, 
fired a Presidential salute of 21 guns. 
W hen the President made his way to 
tho stand, he and tho few officials with 
him were almost pushed over the rail­ 
ing by the mob, who engaged in a com­ 
paratively insane struggle for the front. 
During the height of the jam, 
A TERRIFIC CRASH 
W as heard, and a half a hundred 
people who had squeezed themselves 
on to the reporter’s table wore precipi- 
taded to the ground. No one was ser­ 
iously injured, though the incident al 
most created a panic. 
When com­ 
parative quiet had been restored May­ 
or Roche stepped forward and deliv­ 
ered his welcoming address to which 
the President fittingly replied as fol­ 
lows : THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 
You have said that the President 
ought to see Chicago. I am here to 
see it and its hospitable and large- 
hearted ]>eoplc. -But because your 
city i. -to great and your interests so 
large and important, I know you will 
allow me to suggest that I have left at 
home a city thut you ought to see and 
know more about. In poiut of fact it 
would be well for you to keep your 
eyes closely upon it nil the time. 
S our servants and agents are there. 
They are there to protect your inter­ 
ests and aid your efforts to advanee 
your prosperity and well being. Your 
bustling trade and your earnest, 
ceaseless activity of hand and brain 
will not yield the result you deserve 
unless wisdom guides the policy of 
your government and unless your 
needs are regarded as the capital of 
the nation. It will be well for you 
not to forget that in the performance 
of your political duties with calm, 
tiiough full and broad patriotism there 
lies not only a safeguard against busi­ 
ness disaster, but the imjjortant obli­ 
gations of citizenship." 
RATHER TOO FRIENDLY. 
It was 1:25 o’clock when the last of 
the long procession and crowd began 
to disperse. There was such a jam 
then that the President could not leave 
the platform for some time. 
Finally, 
however, he got away almost faint 
witli hunger and exertion and had 
dinner in less than an hour. 
TIIE PUBLIC RECEPTION 
In the Palmer House then hc^an and 
thousands of people rushed like wild 
beasts at the President and his wife. Fo 
thunderous was the din that a score 
of perspiring trumpeters seemed en­ 
gaged in dumb show. In vain did 
police clubs endeavor to stem the 
rush, the rope barriers were swept 
away at the first rush. Mrs. Cleve­ 
land retired into the alcove while 
the President plunged into 
THE SURGING CROWD 
And sturdily shouldered himself into 
the place where he decided he should 
stand. Three times did files of brawny 
dismounted cavalry seize the end of 
one of the ropes that had been dashed 
to the floor and strive to drag back the 
eager multitude. Only with the aid 
of a double 
CORDON OF POLICE 
Did the m aneuvers of the soldiers 
bring a faint semblance of order. The 
President, meanwhile, shook hands 
right and left until he was red in the 
face and his collar lay limp upon his 
black coat. Behind him, at the en­ 
trance to the alcove, stood Mrs. Cleve­ 
land bowing and smiling good natur- 
edly at the crowd. Sne stepped a 
little nearer to her husband when the 
first appearance of the line had begun 
to be formed. At the head came a 
detachment of Union Veterans bear­ 
ing the tattered battle flag of the 
Eleventh Kansas Volunteers. 
AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 
While the President warmly greeted 
the old soldiers one after another the 
color bearer stepped forward to Mrs. 
( leveland and gently lowering the old 
flag bade her clip off one of its 
precipua shreds, as'a memento of the 
day. The President’s wife gracefully 
complied and while the spectators 
went wild with enthusiasm displayed 
her trophy proudly to the ladies at her 
side. 
NUMBERS CROWDED OUT. 
A low estimate of the num ber of 
persons with whom the President 
shook hands is 6000, but they were a 


fortunate few for thousands in the cor­ 
ridors and thousands in the streets 
failed even to catch a sight of his 
face. During the crush outside neurly 
fifty women had to be borne from the 
throng into stores near by, fainting 
from exhaustion.

INDEMNITY LANDS 


X * be T h ro w n Open to the Public 
0 11 F riday. 
On Friday morning the order of 
Land Commissioner Sparks goes into 
effect and the railroad indemnity 
lands in the Los Angeles laud district 
will be thrown open to settlement. 
With a view to obtaining some reliable 
information on the subject, a H era ld 
reporter called yesterday at the Land 
Office on Up|>er Main street. He found 
the spacious rooms crowded with dili­ 
gent searchers, who were busily en­ 
gaged in poring ovor the many charts 
anu maps which hang on the walls. 
Approaching one of the officials the 
scribe made known the nature of his 
visit. 
“ Yes, sir,” was the reply, “the 
thirty days prescribed by law for ad­ 
vertising the Commissioner’s order ex­ 
pires on Thursday evening, and when 
the office opens at 10 o’clock on Fri­ 
day morning we shall be prepared to 
receive any applications or tilings that 
may be presented. 
“ How much land will be throwu 
open on that day ?” 
“That would be a hard questiou to 
answer, but a good many thousand 
acres are affected by the order. As 
you are doubtless aware it is all the 
indemnity land which was taken up 
by the Southern Pacific Company in 
lieu of the sections near the railroad 
which had been settled on previous 
to the arrival of the line.” 
“Are many enquiries being made 
concerning it?” 
“ Yes, querists are in the office at 
all hours "f the day and I understand 
that the country is being scoured by 
land-hunters anxious to obtain a de­ 
sirable location. Some of the land 
is very fine—it all lies at a distance 
of not less than 20 and not more than 
30 miles from the railroad.” 
“ I suppose that on Friday morning 
the first come will be first served?” 
“Certainly the first application for 
any unfiled section will be accepted, 
no matter who it is from, provided, of 
course, 
that 
he be qualified, a 
citizen 
and so forth. There is, I 
think, a good deal of misunderstand­ 
ing existing about the laud that is to 
be thrown open, as communications are 
occasionally received asking whether 
if the railroad has sold any of this land, 
the present tenauts can be dislodged. 
Now, it just amounts to th is: If the 
railroad has sold anyof this indemnity 
land, they have done so without hav­ 
ing a title to it, but I do not think 
that any trouble need be feared on 
that score.” 
Pointing to the long line of seekers 
after information who were crowding 
up to the desk, the courteous official 
begged to be excused for the present, 
and the reporter took the hint and 
dej>arted.

S ta te D iv is io n . 
The State must and shall be divided. 
There is no escaping this conclusion. 
Each day almost is forcing events to 
th e accomplishment of it, ami further 
pmtponement is getting in the nature 
of the impossible. 
There are funda­ 
mental reasons of the broadest for this 
step, and in addition to these essential 
principles there are accidental phases 
of the question in our case which are 
little secondary to the prim ary and in­ 
herent principles involved. 
These 
phases are not new, but they have of 
late gained great head and from this 
on they will force the fighting all 
•long the line. 
W hile South California remained 
undeveloped, and was summed up 
from the top to bottom of the column 
of her importance in the contemptu­ 
ous term “ the cow counties,” the cen­ 
tral and northern portions of the State 
treated her with a cavalier contempt 
which was sublime. 
Since the era of 
growth 
began; since 
immigrants 
from the older states have manifest­ 
ed so much interest, and unmistakable 
• preference for this section ; and day 
by day as Los Angeles City and every 
town in the lower counties, and ail the 
rural distric ts, have grown in popula­ 
tion, in material wealth and in influ­ 
ence, the upper counties have one and 
all converted their ¡Missive contempt 
into active hostility. Of late this hos­ 
tility has assumed a most malignant 
type, whose animus is no longer to be 
mistaken. Ever since we were a State 
the central section, with San Francisco 
at its head, has quietly, and as it were 
by divine right, seized upon all there 
was of political honor and emolument 
in State and National politics. 
For 
thirty-five years every Senator who 
/ has represented the State at the Na­ 
tional Capitol has come from the 
“ Dead waist a»d m iddle" 
Of California. The same is true of 
nearly all the Governors of the State, 
and so on to the end of a long chapter 
of usurpation on the part of the Bay 
City and her environs. 
But even this measure of usurpa­ 
tion no longer satisfies the good peo­ 
ple who dwell around San Francisco 
Bay. 
The southern counties have 
grown at an enormous pace and are 
getting into a position where contempt 
will tie notoriously out of place. 
Re­ 
cognition must be accorded to her. 
This is the reason for the change of 
policv on the part of our northern 
brethren. 
Finding they could not 
passively frown us down, and having 
no longer any superior advantages on 
which to shine us down, they now 
pro pose to scold us down and lie us 
down. 
We must say they have ca­ 
tered upon their new career in this 
respect with great vigor. 
We send 
onr G. A. R. delegation to St. Louis. 
It i« four times as large as theirs, and 
it is generously provided with the 
good things of the promised land. 
The Bay City people go on their way 
in parsimonious poverty as to any such 
refections of fruit and wine. The south­ 
ern boys enjoy their good things, ami 
speak of the generous people they left 
behind, and the generous soil and 
sunny skies where this fruit and wine 
are produced. 
Lo! up rise the North- 
crn brethren and command silence. 
The Angelefios and their comrades 
m ust “ shut up” about their country! 
Observe the course of the press in 
8an Francisco, and other cities in cen­ 
t a l and northern counties. No op­ 
portunity is missed to manifest their 
hostility towards us. We are simply to 
be scolded into subjection, and lied out 
of existence before we grow any larger, 
Then there is another accidental 
reason of im mense im portance for 
State division in the tax levy of this 
year. That part of this reason is 
founded on injustice does not affect 
th e argu m ent. 
W hether justly levied 
o r not, we pay the tax. and • the State 
g e ts th e benefit of it. It will be re­ 
m em b er that of the total increase of 


assessment 
in 
the 
State 
nearly 
all 
of 
it 
is 
found 
in 
the 
southern counties. 
Los Angeles bears 
the b runt of the burden, but over 
eighty per cent, of it is made up in 
the lower end of the State. 
If it 
comes down to the support of the new 
State 
Government, 
Los 
Angelos 
county is paying nearly half a million 
of dollars for the support of the ¡«res­ 
ent State, and only a little more than 
ope-fiftb of that amount is returned 
here. This county’s tax would al­ 
most support a State Government. 
The Alfa in a recent issue calls at­ 
tention to the fact that at the present 
ratio of growth in population the 
southern counties will in a very short 
time have sufficient majority to de­ 
mand State Division. In that event 
we might develop a strain of mean­ 
ness, learned from the present atti­ 
tude of our northern neighbors, and 
spitefully hold on to them, mak­ 
ing 
them 
a 
bob 
to 
the 
tail 
of 
our 
kite, as 
they 
so 
long 
used us. The last election brought to 
light the fact that nearly all the in­ 
crease of population in California has 
been in the counties lying below a 
line drawn across the northern boun­ 
dary of Monterey and Fresno. 
That 
would be about the line of demarka- 
tion between the two States to be 
carved ont of the old one. San Be­ 
nito 
would 
in 
all 
probability 
elect to come to us. as her interest are 
with the South. 
That the Federal Government will 
smile kindly on any such scheme of 
division there is no doubt. T hat is 
right in the line of policy pursued by 
our Government from the beginning. 
In fact it is one of the fundamental 
principles of Republican-Democratic 
doctrine. 
Home 
Rule 
is 
of 
American 
origin, 
Local 
Auton­ 
omy 
is 
the 
very 
essence 
of our constitution. 
When Maine 
formed a State, separating from Mas­ 
sachusetts, the federation of States 
through their Central Government, at 
once held out the right hand of fellow­ 
ship to welcome the new accession to 
the sisterhood 
of 
States. 
When 
Texas was adm itted with her vast 
territory with wise prevision, and a 
kindly feeling toward the principle of 
State multiplication, there was incor­ 
porated in th e organic law a clause 
perm itting th e 
segregation of the 
Lone Star State into four Common­ 
wealths. 
Virginia was divided as a 
war m easure, but even that serves to 
show th a t our system of governm ent: 
favors rather 
thau 
opposes State 
division. 
As to the sentiment, strong no 
doubt in the minds of old-tim ers,' 
touching the integrity of the great 
State of California—that is only a 
myth, a mere sentiment. There is 
nothing in it, and the newcomers 
who really rule in these m atters in 
the latter days, take no stock in it. 
They do not feel that sentiment, and 
they will not be led by it. 
W hen to all this is added the funda­ 
m ental principles on which State di­ 
vision may be claimed as a right, the 
argum ent is overwhelming. 
These 
have been too often elaborated in 
these columns to claim inore than a 
reference at this tjjpe. Irrigation is 
one of the elements of civilization, 
development, legislation,—one of the 
elements of existence 
here—so at 
yariencc with the interests of the 
North, 
that 
to state 
the propo­ 
sition 
is 
to 
close 
the 
mat­ 
ter against 
all 
reasonable 
argu­ 
ment.

Lieutenant Zalinski’s experiments 
in New York with the dynamite gun 
have made a profound impression in 
Washington, where it is believed that, 
if the principles he has laid down are 
carried out to their legitimate conclu­ 
sions, war will be made so deadly 
that no nation will dare appeal to any 
other power than arbitration. 
Lieut. Zalinsik says himself regard­ 
ing the experiments: “1 do not 
claim everything for the gun. All 
the objections urged against it, as far 
as aiming are concerned, are equally 
applicable to any other gun. nrains 
and experience are just as necessary 
in handling it as in handling a powder 
gun, and the accuracy of aim can be 
calculated just as nicely. The dyna­ 
mite gun is light, and the range can 
be quickly adjusted. Unlike other 
gnus, it is not intended to kill 
individuals or do local damage 
it is a wholesale destroyer, and 
if the projectile strikes anywhere near 
the object at which it is thrown, it is 
sure to do considerable injuiy, It is 
true that I had quite a little time to 
get the range of the target in Tuesday’s 
test, and knhw its exact distance from 
the gun, but if it had been necessary I 
could have adjusted it just as well in 
a few seconds. The long interval be­ 
tween shots was necessitated by the 
lack of loaded projectiles, and not by 
the loss of compressed air, as was 
stated. 
I had 2000 pounds of com­ 
pressed air at the fort, and although 
using 600 pounds to discharge the 
gnn, only lost about 100 pounds each 
time. My explosive gelatine was late 
in arriving, and the consequence was 
that I had to fill the cartridges as I 
used them. Had the cartridges been 
ready I could have projected them as 
rapidly as could any other gun. 
“The danger connected with hand­ 
ling and storing the explosive gelatine 
with which the projectiles are loaded 
la nvt 90 great as to make the use of 
!*e gnu objectionable on that score. 
Properly handled the gelatine is not 
any more likely to explode than gun­ 
powder. As long as I have been ex­ 
perimenting with the stuff I have 
never had a single accident. 
íiiñ members of the Pneumatic 
Ciun Board have requested me to re­ 
frain from firing the guns myself and 
to let some one else do it. I have a!* 
ways refused to do this, holding that 
such an action would imply that there 
was a danger which I myself really 
did not feel. I have also been asked 
4o use a lanyard in firing the gun, and 
that I occasionally do; in fact, I used 
one in firing the first loaded cartridge 
on Tuesday. 
“For storing the gelatine magazines 
could be devised which would protect 
it much more thoroughly than gun­ 
powder. By the way, I noticed an 
objection made yesterday in print 
which has been frequently urged be­ 
fore. It was claimed that the distance 
to which a projectile could be thrown 
by a pneumatic gun was so short that 
a fleet could bombard a fort and des­ 
troy it while still out of range of the 
dynamite missile. Thatisall nonsense.

versed 
in the use of implements of modern 
warfare that no gun afloat can be 
made to throw a shell with anything 
like accuracy at a distance of two 
miles. With the gun I used Tuesdav 
I can throw a projectile loaded with 
100 pounds of explosive gelatine two 
miles, and the gun that is now being 
constructed will throw a missile con­ 
taining 000 pounds of gelatine the 
same distance.''

Kansas has suffered severely this 
year from the drouth. The wheat 
crop is reported at onlv 8,000,000 
bushels against 48,000,000 in 1884, and 
the corn at less than 100,000,000 bush­ 
els compared with 194,000,000 in 1884. 
The yield of oats is About an average, 
but the fruit crop is only about 30 per 
cent, of the average. Of course the 
railways suffer greatly from this short­ 
age, as there will be comparatively 
little if any corn and wheat for export 
from the States, and yet as usual in 
such cases the railways are called 
upon to help the people in their em er­ 
gency and are promptly responding. 
They have already made a two-thirds 
rate on com in points in Kansas, thus 
assisting in its distribution from places 
in the state where there is a surplus 
to others where scarcity prevails. In 
this way the farmers and people of 
Kansas will receive the equivalent of 
many thousands of dollars from the 
railways, and it is to be hoped that 
they will not entirely forget the favor 
when prosperity again returns to them.

SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


W here th e C hildren Should 
S e n t. 
Some tkne since a careful division 
of the city into school districts was 
made, and explicit instructions were 
given, so that parents might easily 
knew where their children were ex­ 
pected to attend school. The growth 
of population in several parts of the 
city during the year have now made a 
revision of the districts necessary 
The general plan of last year has 
been followed, and only minor changes 
have been made. 
In laying out the districts, the con­ 
venience of patrons has been duly 
considered, as well as the capacity of 
buildings and the proper classification 
of pupils. 
Of course this division 
cannot be expected to be perfect, 
since there is a great lack of school 
facilities. 
After the children come 
together and are all enrolled, all 
needfull corrections will l>e made. 
It is hoped that all patrons of the 
schools will preserve a copy of this 
announcement, and carefully observe 
all its provisions. 
In case of doubt the districts may 
easily bo traced out on any map of 
the city. The middle of the street is 
always considered the dividing line 
when the name of a street is men­ 
tioned. 
In districts having buildings of four 
rooms or less, pupils of all grades can­ 
not 
well 
be accommodated. The 
older and larger pupils take the room 
needed for the far more numerous 
little ones. 
It is, therefore, much 
better that the older and more ad­ 
vanced pupils should 
attend 
the 
larger schools where there is more 
room for them . This has been the 
custom since these smaller schools 
were 
established. 
As 
the 
larger 
buildings are centrally located, it is 
thought that no great hardship can be 
caused. 
The following describes the various 
districts:.

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CRIMINALITIES. 
Trial of John L. Fonck in 
the Superior Court. 


THE CITY 
PRISON 
LEAKS. 


Arrests, 
Trials, 
Convictions, 
Fines, Sentences, and Other 
Notes. 


John L. Fonck was yesterday placed 
upon trial in Judge Cheney’s court 
upon a charge of assault to murder. 
As will be remembered, on the 30th of 
laat July the defendant shot Dr. Jason 
¡Steele, a roomer in his wife’s house 
because us it was claimed the old gen­ 
tleman interfered between Fonck 
and his better half. After consider­ 
able trouble the following jury was 
secured and the trial proceeded: J. J. 
West, J. R. Fletcher, W. H. Foler, 
G. W. Fúngate, T. H. McNally, J. 
Stauhe, D. Richards, W. F. Childress, 
J. Schilling, A. B. Harris, A. Me- 
Clintock and H. C. Birelle. 
Dr. Steele, the victim, was the first 
•witness called and he testified as fol­ 
lows : “I am 75 years of age. I rented 
a room in Mrs. Fonck’s house in East 
Los Angeles. 
I was there about 
ten 
days 
before 
I 
saw 
Fonck. I don’t remember how long 
he stayed. I think a week or two. I 
took four or five meals at the house. I 
never bought provisions for the family 
or acted as the head of the house. I 
knew that there was trouble between 
Mr. and Mrs. Fonck about two weeks 
before I was shot. I never took Mrs. 
Fonck to Washington Gardens and 
bought her beer. 1 went out on the 
same ear and came back on the same 
•car that she did. I do not know 
where Fonck was at that time. I 
•went on the saíne train to Pasadena 
with Mrs. Fonck. 
I did not 
■buv her ticket. I did not go 
to " a hotel with her. She went 
there. I afterwards went to the hotel 
and had supper with her and her chil­ 
dren. I don’t know where Mr. Fonck 
was then. I was not unfriendly with 
Fonck when I was shot. Mrs. Fonck 
never came into my room in her night 
clothes. There was one evening when 
one of her children was ill that she 
came into my room. I paid no atten­ 
tion as to how she was dressed. I 
went into her room. Her children 
were not asleep. I never went into 
Fonck’s room with a revolver in my 
hand. 1 am possessed of a revolver. 
When I was shot I think my pistol 
was either in the drawer or on top of 
ithe bureau. I was clear across the 
•room from the bureau when shot. I 
was filling my pipe at the time. I 
•knew that there were divorce proceed­ 
ings between Mr. and Mrs. Fonck. I 
did not know that I was the cause of 
the trouble. I never threatened Fonck 
with a knife.” 
Dr. E. T. Shoemaker was the next 
witness, and testified to have been 
-called in to attend Dr. Steele. He de­ 
scribed the course of the bullet, saying 
-that it had entered about two-thirds 
up the right arm and lodged at the 
base of the right shoulder. When he 
bad last treated Dr. Steele he thought 
that the bullet still remained in ‘ 
body. 
Court then adjourned until this 
afternoon. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At 2 o’clock p, m. court reconvened 
and Mrs. Fonck, wife of the accused, 
was called. The defense objected to 
her testimony on the ground that she 
could not testify either for or against 
her husband. The court so held and 
the witness was withdrawn. 
John L. Fonck, the accused, was 
next called. He testified as follows: 
“ I am sixtv-two years of age and have 
lived in Los Angeles twenty-four 
years; lived with my second wife 
eight years. I had five children by my 
first wife. I have worked the tnajority 
of the time since I have been in Los 
Angeles at my trade—that of a car­ 
riage trimmer. Off and on for ten 
years I have been on the police 
force. When I caine back from the 
mountains I found that my wife had 
rented our front room to Dr. Steele 
I was introduced to him and thought 
him a gentleman myself. I left again 
and about eight days before I came 
back I received a letter from my wife 
signed by her maiden name.” The 
prosecution called for the letter, but 
the witness stated that his wife had 
taken it from him and tore it up, say­ 
ing “ You shall not have this for evi­ 
dence.” “ Before I left I paid the land­ 
lord two months’ rent, saying that my 
wife would pay the next month’s rent 
and to let her have the house in her 
name. When I got back my little 
children said, “ We have had a good 
time. We have been out riding all 
over with Dr. Steele and mamma.” I 


with Fonck’s reputation and never 
heard anything against him. 
George Welch next testified: ‘ ‘ Know 
Mr. Fonck; have known him three 
or four m onths; went with Fonck to 
his house in the latter part of last 
July; Fonck came to me and said, 
‘Webb, will you take a walk down to 
my house?’ I went with him and he 
got a box and placed it under the 
window of his wife’s bedroom. 
I saw two little children asleep 
in bed. Fonck knocked on the win­ 
dows and Mrs. Fonck came out of 
another room in her night clothes 
followed by the doctor, who had a 
pistol in his hand. I got scared and 
ran off.” In the cross-examination 
the witness stated that he had a verv 
poor memory. He could not tell 
where he is working at present or 
5ive the name of any of his employees 
uring the past year and a half. 
The defense then announced its 
case closed and Dr. Steele was culled 
in rebuttal. “Fonck never offered to 
return me my rent if I would leave 
the house, nor did he ever tell me 
that 1 was the trouble between him­ 
self and his wife.” 
The case then closed and the at­ 
torneys argued pro and con. 
The case will be given to the jury 
this morning. 
A JAIL BREAK. 
Tbree PHMBtra E»capf From Use 
City Prison. 
The insecurity of the City Jail lias 
been reverted to in the columns of the 


H e r a l d probably a score of times. 
The roof of the cells has been ripped 
off, holes have been dug under the door 
and holes have been kicked through 
the walls by persons who then made 
their escape. On Tuesday night there 
were about twenty prisoners in the big 
cell at the back of the jail, where plain 
drunks trusties and lodgers are gener­ 
ally confined. A trusty named 
Merriam, confined for a petty offense 
managed to slip out through the police 
office on Tuesday evening and was 
walking down Spring street at a great 
gait when he was recognized by a offi­ 
cer who notified Captain Fletcher. 
Officer Dillon followed the trusty and 
brought him back. This rankled in 
Mengam’s mind and he resolved to 
become free. Immediately after being 
locked up in the big cell he obtained a 
piece of iron knocked from a corner 
of the

stove 
and 
with 


asked my wife what it all meant and she 
replied that it was none of my business 
That night she threw her arms around 
my necw and asked that I ‘forgive 
and forget.’ I said all right and 
forgave her. The next day while my 
wife was in the yard, the doctor whis­ 
pered to her. The next day my wife 
and the doctor were in his room talk­ 
ing and I was in the parlor. He 
motioned to my wife as if to know 
whether I was in the house or not. 
I went in and told him that he would 
have to leave the house the next day. 
8he forced my children to kiss the 
doctor and he promised to give them 
candy. I then ordered her to come 
in and shut the door. She came in 
refused to close the door. I 
pushed her to one side and closed it 
and the doctor then threw it open. 
On the 30th of the month I called at 
the house and found the Doctor in his 
room with his arm on her shoulder. 
My wife ran out of the house and she 
said to m e: ‘You get out of here— 
you have no business here.’ The 
Doctor came to his door with his piBtol 
in his hand and said: ‘You get, or I 
will kill you.’ I then drew my pistol 
and fired at him. I then walked off, 
and when I got to the middle of the 
bridge I came so near committing sui­ 
cide that I had to throw my pistol 
away to keep from it. 
I THOUGHT OF MY FAMILY 
And my children, and hesitated 
Some days before the shooting I went 
to the house with a friend, George 
Webb, and on looking in my wife s 
bedroom window, I saw that my two 
little children were asleep in her bed, 
but she was not there. I knocked on 
the window, and in a few moments 
my wife came in out of Dr. Steele s 
n in her night clothes, followed by 
the Doctor himself in his under­ 
room in her night clothes, followed by 
the Doctor himself in his under­ 
clothes, with his re volver in his hand. 
Fonck was thoroughly cross-examined 
by the Assistant District Attorney, but 
nothing new was elicited. 
A. J. King was next called: 
•••Have lived in Los Angeles thirty- 
five years ; kuow J. L. Fonck and am 
familiar with his reputation; know 
hin> to be a quiet man. 
George Butler also was familiar

It was to 
place all the prisoners on the roof and 
pull away the ladder. None of the 
other prisoners availed themselves of 
the opportunity of making themselves 
scarce. The escape was only discov­ 
ered yesterday morning. Two of the 
men have not been recaptured, but 
Officer Dillon found Church on Ala­ 
meda street yesterday afternoon and 
took him back to the city prison.

C A T A R R H .

h e t e r m c a t a r r h is a p p l i e d t o a 
peculiar disorder of the nostrils nud ad ­ 
jacent purts. w hich prevails to an alarm ing 
extent, and is productive of very serious 
consequences. 
The most prom inent and cbarncterlstl, 
feature is a m orbid discharge from the head 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some th ere is an ulmost constant flow 
of clear, acrid fluid, but oftcnerau offensive, 
purulent or niuco-punilent, greenish-yellow 
m atter is secreted, w hich accum ulates in 
the nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent removal by blowing the 
nose or expectoration, and often by both 
processes.

though their head was in a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tien t is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of the m oibid 
m atter from th e head, aud us a recum bent 
position naturally favors the flow doWMaard 
his rest is frequently disturbed fro m rh lg 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie * 1th 
the head very m neh elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree ot com fort. 
In others a tough, viaeid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above the BOft 
palate, in thu passage between the throat aud 
head, adhering to the parts with gluish tenac­ 
ity. 
its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration 
Hiid creates a sensation of irritation and u n ­ 
easiness in th e affected locality, which give* 
rise to u constant and almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve th at discom fort bv draw ing 
the m ucus in to the throat so hb to eject it by 
th e m outh. T his practice, popularly known 
as "haw king," is characteristic of catarrh, 
and proves as em barrassing to the one af­ 
fected as it íb disagreeable to those around 
him . 
Again, the offensive m atter hardens and 
deposits itself on the m em brane iu the shape 
of dry, hard concretions, which are dis­ 
charged by w ay of th e nostrils or throat in 
lum ps or fragm ents of a deep green tint. In 
some cases these incrustations accum ulate 
to such an ex ten t as to form n regular plug 
in the nose, w hich obstructs breathing an a 
produce serious discomfort. 80 firmly do 
these incrustations adhere to the point ot 
attachm ent th at their removal usually re­ 
quires the m ost violent efforts; not unfre- 
quently they have to be torn from the m em ­ 
brane.

The disease speedily extends to the air 
cavities of th e bones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a dish csslng sensation of 
heavyw eight or com pression over the fore­ 
head, especially in the region above and be­ 
tween the eyes, and to a feeling of fulness, 
heat, irritation, soreness or pai iu the nos­ 
trils near the root of the nose, as well as in 
th e upper part of the throat, above and be­ 
hin d the soft palate. Sometimes there ia 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular 
Iiart, rfs in th e tem ple, on the top of th e 
lead, at the back of th e neck, or beniud the 
orbits, and, occasionally, pain m anifests 
Itself in the face of so severe a character 
th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted, and ntliraea 
assumes an exceeding fetid and sickening 
odor. In some cases it becomes so revolt­ 
Ingly offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and 
eonjested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
som etimes on oue side, sometimes on th e 
other, and often on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation iu the head, 
and 
occasioning violent aud 
prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The vojpe is weak, indistinct and husky, 
or of a nasal character, displaying u sort of 
sniffing quality. Oftentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness aud discordance. There
